| Our crusade for better roads in Ando- 
ver began about four years.ago; because 
it ‘‘let up” this year we are told ‘‘He 
is satisfied, and you’ll hear no more in 
the TowNSMAN.’’

Still they come, the communications 
on town affairs, and new points bristle 
in- them all.

While what 
he says about tax rates is correct, it is 
hardly fair to leave’ the matter with 
this simple show of figures. . Figures 
wont lie, but there is often a ‘word of 
explanation needed to make them tell 
the whole truth. A jump to $17 from $5 
isa tremendous leap but the contrast 
in what each represented is just as tre- 
mendous: A $5 rate in 1881 with the 
same proportionate taxable property as 
now would have been not less than $9 
on the $1000; and-therefore the -differ- 
ence is not so great as made to appear. 
With the difference $9 to $17 what do 
we see for it? A tremendous improve- 


ment. in roads, in.sidewalks, in. school 
buildings, new waterworks, new elec- 
tric light, and many other. improve- 
ments. Possibly all of these do not 
represent go’ great an increase as has 
been made in the rate, but they do 
stand for very much of it. 
teniled to say something about the loss 
in the town’s income, bul we are prom- 
ised a full review of that question for 
our next issue by one who is well in- 
formed upon it. That there has been 
some extravagance and an increasing 
expense from year to year, we cannot 
deny, and if these communications will 
serve to make our citizens more careful 
in their voting money next month, 
they will have done. much good.

ON PETITION OF THE souTl! SIDE 
‘COMPANY. 
According to the notice given, a hear- 
ing was held in the Town Hall by the 
Board of Selectmen Wednesday after- 


hoon on the petition of a majority of the 


directors of the proposed South Side 
Street Railway Company for a location of 
tracks in West Parish.. 

Chairman Bliss presided, and there 
were perhaps twenty-five persons Gaueus 
including a few West Parish, residents, 
some of the directors, a few townspeople 
and the Board of Selectmen of 'Tewks- 
bury, consisting of Frank H. Farmer, 
Frank Fitzgerald, George E, Marshall. 
It was a very quiet meeting, and no ol- 
jection was offered to the: petition. 

The purpose of the company is to run 
an-electric.street-railway. from.-Lawrence 
to Lowell on the south side of the Merri- 
mack River, They ask for the following 
locations in Andover: ‘‘Beginning at the 
boundary line of the Town of Tewks- 
bury, at the north-west part of Andover, 
on the river road; thence, along the river 
road-to the boundary line of the city “of 
Lawrence, Also on tlie, road which rtins 
easterly through Andover from. the 
boundary line of Tewksbury and nearly 
parallel with the above described road, 
and passes the premises of John B, 
Bailey. Beginning at the boundary line 
of the town of Tewksbury on said road, 
thence easterly to the fork in the roads, 
thence-by-the-road=leading=morenortl 
easterly to the turn in the road opposite 
the premises of Samuel H, Boutwell.” 

Larkin T,: Trull, Esq., of Tewksbury 
was the principal spokesman for the 
petitioners, and he stated that: two loca-

If we 
can only keep. ‘the interest till after 
town meeting ] shall think I have done 


_oogotte good in-a small way. 


Lhave often heard it said in our town 
that all the talk in Andover was: before 
town meeting and that at the meeting the 
people all seem to be struck dumb. I 
remember the moderator last March 
when he got to the appropriations, called 
attention to the importance of what we 
were about to do, and urged the voters 
to be careful and discuss matters. But 
they did not discuss, and they were not 
careful as the $17. tax shows. 

I-suppose.I may as well answer my 
critics,in the order of their remarks, as 
you published them. The first one “Tax- 
payer’, corrects my figures. He says 
the tax rate was not $18.00, but “with 
the discount off, $16.15" I was wrong to 
the extent of adollar in the rate, but it 
was $17.00 and not $16.15 except to those 
lucky peoplé who had the means to pay 
on or before Sept. Ist., and so get the dis- 
count. Farmers don’t have much to sell 
before Sept. Ist., and if they and others 
ho better off can’t pay till after that date, 
it seems to me the rate is $17 00, or what- 
ever itis fixed at, without the discount. 
And I was a little off as. to the salary of 
the..school_.superintendent,..just....6100!., 
But $1500 is too much to spend in that 
way, when you can find fotty other mén 
glad to do it for $1000, or legs, or an old 
fashioned committee of three, which used 
to cost us less than $600 a year. - 

The next one‘'Tax Payer and Reader’, 
is not a criti¢-but-rather joins with me 
and puts in more facts, only he under- 


states“ our-tast~year's “borrowing which- 


was $30,000 and not $20,000. I beleive 
we have got to pay: that off in this and 
the two following years, $10,000 a year, 
Your correspondent ‘‘Reform” in- 
dorses~-me;-and-adds~-more-to-my-com- 
plaint about extravagance. And he says 
taxes havé gone up 100 per cent within 


“fifteen” years: remem ber-a~$o-rater

What ‘Reform”’ 
says about caucuses is a sort of side re- 
mark, and I want to make one myself on 
the same subject. I don’t care who runs 
the town if we get good men for the work 
and it'is no matter what-party they-train 
with, if they are the fit men for the town 
offices, Idon't betieve'alt the rascals are 
in one party and all the saints in the 
other, and I don’t see what party should 
have to do with our town affairs; we do 
not make or unmake tariffs and such 
things about which politicians wrangle; 
our interest in those matters is entirely 


_ distinct from the management of our lo- 


cal affairs, and we may vote as we please 
when it‘comes to state or national elec- 
tions, but do not let us carry party dif- 
ferences into these town meetings of ours 
and support men for office because they 
are republicans or democrats, but rather 
because they are the best men for our 
town offices and have the good manage- 
ment of our affairs at heart. 

“Engineer” don’t agree with me about 
the fire department. but he writes in good 
temper and I respect’ him for it.

Brazilians. Must Show Respect 
For the American Flag. 


A Day of Intense Excitement at Rio de 
Janeiro—The Bark Amy | Escorted to 
Her Wharf by American: Warships, 


LONDON, dan. 30:—A special ienditok 
trom Rio de Janciro gives. an interesting 
account of an exciting episode there yes- 
terday. 

The United States naval fleet in the har- 

bor furnished the excitement. Provoked, 
beyond the endurance of patience by the 
continued carelessness of the gunners 
aboard the rebel warship Aquidaban, and 
tired. by the. ingliffere nee shown on the part 
of the revolutionary admiral to all his 
protests that American. vessels entering 
and leaving the harbor were not afforded 
proper protection by the rebel fleet, Ad: 
miral Benhum madea demonstration with 
the American war vessels under his com- 
mand.which has taught a much needed 
lesson té the belligerents on both sides. 

In the events of yesterday the foreign 
colony were particnlarly interested, and 
the action of Admiral Benham will prob- 
ably furnish: a precedent by which the 
commanders of the other foreign vessels 
in this port will be guided in the future, 

Insurgents Were Careless. 

The cause of all the trouble was the 
treatment to which three American barks 
were subjected on last Saturilay” by the 
indiscriminate fusilade from the insur- 
went... warship... The... American..wessels., 
were the bark Amy, Captain Blackford; 
the bark Good News, Captain Myrick, 
and: the bark Julia’ Rollins, Captain 
Kiehne. : 

On Saturday lsaesiredie lying at anchor, 
all three vessels were endangered by the 
chance shots fired by the insurgents. 
These whistled throngh the rigging and 
passed the men at work on the decks. 

After rigger 2 @ great deal of annoy- 
great risks, the three 


to appeal for protection to the United 
States warships and to request that the 
barks be givén an escort to the wharves. 
Captains. Kiehne, Myrich and Black- 
ford put off in small boats at great dan- 
ger to themselves to the fligship New 
York, ‘had a conference with Admiral

his power to afford them the fullest pro- 
tection. 

He said, however, ‘that belore: mnaklaae 
any display of force on ‘the’ part of his 
fleet, or giving the captains ‘the escort 


Se hich they requested, he thought it only 


right to first notify the insurgent : ad- 
miral, Da Gama, of the: captains’ com- 
plaints. 
“ Benham’s Ire Aroused, 

Accordingly Admiral Benham sent one 
of his officers to the Aquidaban with or- 
ders to acquaint Admiral Da Gama with 
the facts in the cuse and to ask him to 
have an end put to the reckless gunning. 

When the American officer had finished 
‘tiaking his-statement--Da Gama, with—a 
shrug of his shoulders, said in a very 
sharp tone: “It is not my fault.” The 
American. ship ; captains should know 
enough-to keep themselves and their 
crews out of the range of our guns, I 
shall not, take any notice of this niatter.”’ 

This curt response to his message 
aroused the ire of Admiral Benham, and 
he determined to make such a showing. 
that it would produce. a lasting effect 
upon the insurgents. He allowed Sunday 
to pass quietly. Karly Monday morning, 
however, the greatest activity prevailed 
on board the fleet. Shortly after day- 
break the decks of the flagship New York, 
ot the Newark, San Francisco, Detroit 
and other United States war vessels here 
were cleared for action and their anchors 
were raised, 

Admiral Benham then sent word to the 
captains of the Good News, Julia Robbins 
andthe Amy that as soon as they weré 
ready to. proceed he would escort them to 
the wharves. At this. moment Captains 
Kiehne of the Julia Robbins and Myrick 
of the Good News weakened. They did 
not care to embitter the insurgent ad- 
miralty by putting themselves under the 
escort of the United States naval fleet. 


A Formidable Escort. 


Captain Blackford of the Amy, how- 
ever, announced -that-he.would accept the 
protection which Adniiral. Benham had 
offered him, 

Accordingly the Amy took her position 
inthe ranksof the United States war 
vessels, and the formidable procession 
started on its way up Rio harbor, 

The Detroit took the leading part in the 
procession, The fleet, as it approached 
nearer to Rio, came quite close to the 
shore, causing great excitement among 
both the soldiers and ciyilians on land 
and the.sailors on board the various 
vessels. The Amy proceeded on her way 
to the wharf and was safely moored there. 


Not until her captain had-reported that 


he was fully satisfied dil his powerful 
escort leave him. 

Throughout the wholeuffair not asingle 
shot was fired. but the scene was quite as 
impressive as if this had been done. After 


passing along Rio’s water front the fleet | 


returned out into the bay aud anchored in 
nearly the same position as it had occu- 
pied prev ious to the demonstration.
